THE MEART OF AFGHANISTAN, 


It ie difficult to follow the course of the 
Amir’s campaign against the Hazaras, and 
yet the operations are of the deepest interest 
fo all who concérn themselves yith the 
Centro! Asian problem. The position as it 
new stands ean be described only in general 
terms, The Hazarajat ia a trinnyular pieeo 
® | of hilkeountry, lping between tae Kabul, 
Kandahar sad Herat Provinces. In it lie 
the sources of the Helmand and the,ynrious 
tributaries which feed that river. Only 
portions of it have been explored by British 
oficers : but so far ue our exumination has 
been made, it would seem that fertile valleys 
abound, and thet the hills are really 
‘downs’ on & large sonle. Of Oruzghan 
the seat of the present revolt, ond the 
neighbouring District to the west, Ujaristan, 
nothing whatover is known, ‘They lic be- 
yond the hills to the north of Kalat-i-Ghil- 
zai, and even the Afghans haye but slight 
acquaintance with them. The Durani 
Dietriets of Tirin bounds them on the south, 
the river of’ that name flowing from the 
Orazghan valley. When Abdur Rahman 
ordered the country to be entered witha 
view to establishing his authority over the 
tribesmen, the troops and irregular levies of 
the Kandahar Proviueo were first employed, 
‘The route thoy took haa never been stated, 
but at any rate they were worsted in their 
encounters with the Hazaras, Reinforee- 
ments were sent from Ghazni and Kabul, 
but still no impression was. wade. The 
natural result wos that the Bazaraa of the

fellow tribesmen had wor in Oruzghan, a'so 
rose, the Dehzangi and Besud seations sonth 
of Bamian taking a leading: part, as from 
their position they commanded the rond from 
Kabul ta Herat. Tn the north-west corner 
of the Hazarajat, also, there were zather- 
ings of armed men; while west and south- 
west of Ghazni the country was ‘up.’ In 
3| the latter direction no fighting’ has been 
heard of as yet. Practionlly, with the ex- 
ception of the Sheikh Ali and Kala Nuo 
clans, in the extreme north-west, who were 
terrorised into subjection some time azo, 
the whole of the Hazaras are in arms, and 
their defence has besn zo far of the. stub- 
bornest kind. Their greatest success was, 
of course, the acizure of a convoy of breech- 
Yoading niles and ommuoitios. How this 
waa accomp'ished, or on what route, is not

By levels already token the 
laud in the immediate vicinity of Lake 
Eyro is known to be over 4Uft. below 
the level of the sea, There is no doubt 
that tho sea once flowed freely in the 
contre of Australia, and that some conval- 
sion of nature having cut oF the cntroaco 
of the sea, the water whioh was left in the 
centre has gradually disappeared owing to 
the enormous evaporation’ which takes 
plece thera. It is anpposad that the en- 
trance was somewhere hear where it is now 
proposed to cut na canal, tz, to, say, 
Spencer Gulf., The country between 
Spencer Gulf and Lake Torrena is-com-- 
-pogad-of a obein-of-smatl lakes and creeks, 
From Lake Terrens to Lake Eyro it ia 
intersected by watereonrses, which by 
deepening would joiu the waters of the two 
lnkes. Tho great part of the land 
in thia depression is of no valuc, 
being either saltmarshos’ or bogs, or 
else arid deserts covered with stones, 
as witness the Great Stony Desert;
